The results ot the elections for 
Boards ot Ouardlans all over Ire- 
land are here given. The elections 
were held at the same time as those 
for the rural district councils, but 
whereas only the rural voters are 
entitled to poll for the councils the 
entire electorate for the country — 
rural and urban — are entitled to 
poll for the .board. Ths franchise 
Includes pradtlcally every man over 
twenty-one years and every woman 
over thirty and the eleetiooa ware 
held on tne system of proportional 
representation. The result shows: 
^ That 83.8 iper cent, of the hoards 
contain Republican majorities. 
"That K9 per cent, of the boards 
contain Republican or Republican- 
Natlonallat majorities. 

That only t.T per cent, of the 
boards contain Unionist majorities. ' 

That the Republicans won 78.6 
per cent, of the seats. 

That of the remaining 21.4 per 
cent. 6.4 per cent, of the seats were 
won by Nationalists who stood for 
self-determination. 

That therefoi;^ 84 per cent, of tho 
total seats have been won by can- 
didates In favor of self-determina- 
tion.

The private 
homes of Sinn Felners were burned 
and the furniture carried into the 
street and i>!nl|eil. The niiiitary 
Huthorities posted a guard over the 
t'athollc chapel. William Shaw, a 
local Sinn Fein Councilman, was 
beaten so severely that he io being 
detained in the infirmary. 

Nationalist stores evorywhore were 
attacked, and a boot factory belong- 
ing to a plomlnent NatiMiallst was 
burned. Sparks from the factory 
iRnlied other buildings on the Coun- 
ty Down side of the town, which 
had not previously been affected. 
This section was tlien ravaged. 

From Dublin Dennis O'Counell 
tabled Monday that while all Ire- 
land awaits the peace conference 
called for Dublin for Tuesday tho 
entire country is convulsed with a 
series ot outragos. The situation 
has become Increasingly alarming 
following the shooting ot Inspector 
Swanty In LIsburn on Sunday. The 
Belfast fire brigade refused to help 
the LIsburn fire fiKhters handle the 
buildings fired by inceiidiaries. The 
hoses of the local department have 
been cut time after time. The mili- 
tary and police are In control of the 
town, but despite this, messages In- 
ilicute that disquiet is felt. From / 
ull over the south reports of attacka 
by the police are being received. At 
Limerick the Catholic Club was 
bombed by the police, a ralUtary 
searchllKhi playing on the building 
tbrouKh the proceeding. 

Two towns in Cork county were 
shot up while the ipeople were leav- 
ing church. Crannoro, near Gal- 
way, was wrecked by the police 
with a damage estimated at |t6,- 
000. Tho barracks at Caatlebar 
were raided and the customs ottioo 
at Bantry were burned. 

The conference, it is thought like* 
ly, will trend toward a recommenda* 
tion of dominion home rule, with 
Bngland retaining control of the 
army and navy. The conference 
will undoubtedly ask, if It gains 
headway, that the coercion bill, re- 
cently passed, remain unoaCoread 
and that the present English' tttHo 
tary system in Ireland cease. 

Lord Mayor Terenoo MaeSweney, 
of Cork, who has refused food since 
he was arrested In Cork on a charge 
of sedition thirteen days ago, was 
reported In an extremely critical 
Male Tuesday morning, although 
conscious. Lord Mayor MacSweney 
Is in Brixton Jail In London follow- 
ing his conviction on the sedition 
charge. He reiterated his deter- 
mination not to take food imtll he 
is released. At the Home Office it 
was said the decision of the Govern- 
ment bad not been altered and Mac- 
Sweney would 'not be released.

There has been considerabli' talk 
of giving dominion home rule to 
Ireland as a settlement of the pres* 
eat difficulty into which Bagland 
has besB led by Lloyd George and 
bis •atellites. It has even been said 
that President De Valera. of the 
Irish rexpuhlic. would ;i'<i'i'i such 
settlement. The htateiui'uis of Me 
Valera and of Arthur Griffitli, the 
Vice President of the republic, 
should set aC rest all sach ramont. 
There Is a dominion rule leaga»^ln 
Ireland which is working for this 
Helilemeni, hut it receives no coun- 
tenance from the Irish republican 
IsadMM. 

How futile' U the aglUtion tor a 
conference to diacuM dominion 
homo rule at this stags li evident 

from a declaration of Lloyd George, 
made last week in reply to u quew- 
lion whether the British Govern- 
ment was wUIlBg to dIsGuae with 
any repreasntatlTea of Irish opinion 
any proposals for a settlemoot. The 
Premier said such discussion would 
he Bubject to three conditions, as 
follows: First, that the six count ii's 
of Northern Ulster must be treated 
separately; second, that there must 
be no seoession, directly or indi- 
rectly, of any part of Ireland from 
the United Kingdonrr and third, "we 
can not agree to anything that 
would involve any detraction frou 
the security of these Islands or 
their satetr In case of war." 

Of course, as the True Voice 
says, the conditions laid down by 
the I'reniiir arc simply impossible 
of fulfillment, as he well knew. 
Tliere can be no dlscussitm on such 
terms by leaders of Irish opinion. 
Meanwhile the coercion act will 
make matters worse In Ireland and 
will destroy all hope of peace. There 
Is now no preK'Hi^-e of ciTll govern- 
ment !>v Hritisli .iiithorlty In Ire- 
land II;, , rule functions 
in any way ouian' ' riMier. This 
Is lbs British eon of failure 
to goTsrn Irslauti. But Uoyd 
George persisU in trying to sfiake 
Prussian militarism keep Ireland In 
dubjectlon. Ha Is only succeeding 
lu outdoing the mlDtfry rule in 
Belgium which he so roundly de- 
nounced dnrlng the war. And hb is 
milking Great BriUIn known to the 
world as an exponent of rampant 
mliltRridm that ha« never been sur- 
passed In history. The day for dis- 
cussion of dominion home rule for 
IreUnd has gone by. The republic 
of Ireland is now a reality, psr- 
f iMii c iUl ths functions of govem- 
j.uiii ,iiid It Is not to be expected 
that the people of Ireland will now 
consent to go liack to a condition 
which might huve been acceptable 
some time ago.
